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LIGHTS AND SHADOWS OF OLD ST. PAUL LODGE 


To perpetuate the names and Masonic deeds of the founders of 
St. Paul Lodge and of the pioneers of the Craft in the Northwest in 
a short, concise manner is the leading motive for our compiling this 
Third printed History of the first fifty years. The full details of 
this period may be read in the previous editions. 


No attempt was made until 1899 or shortly before to preserve for 
posterity the interesting and often contradictory facts and events 
beginning in 1849. But, by 1899, the records of the Lodge were twice 
destroyed by fire. W.’. Bro. George R. Metcalf was appointed Historian 
of the Lodge in 1899. The original History published in 1899 was 
his alone. It is hard to understand how forty years after the organiza- 
tion of the Lodge he could gather the immense material necessary to 
compile the first History. That he did is evidenced by the original 
documents now in the archives of the Lodge. It was a remarkable 
achievement and will be remembered in awe by all. 


The following excerpt is from W.*. Bro. Early’s address at the 
Fiftieth Anniversary on September 8, 1899: 


“The celebration of our Fiftieth Anniversary and the gathering of 
our history were authorized by resolution offered in the Lodge Feb- 
ruary 5th, 1897 by Brother George R. Metcalf, my successor as Master, 
who was made Chairman of a committee of which Past Master W. H. 
Grant was also a member. Then began a painstaking, conscientious 
search for all available data, largely fragmentary in nature, for all 
our records had twice been destroyed by fire, the latest one being 
in 1868. The first safe ever owned by the Lodge was purchased in 
the early part of my first year as Master in 1898, just thirty years 
after our second disastrous fire. This is a sorry indication of the lack 
of appreciation of history in striking contrast with the commendable 
appreciation of the organizer and first Master of the Lodge, Brother 
Charles Kilgore Smith, first Secretary of the Territory of Minne- 
sota, who prepared and caused to be introduced as the two first bills 
at the first session of the Territorial Legislature, one establishing a 
public school system for the territory, including our present Univer- 
sity, the other an act creating the Minnesota Historical Society, of 
which he served as first secretary. 


“Those who knew Brother Metcalf best were not surprised that 
he proved to be a faithful historian. He brought to his task a rare 
ability combined with an earnest zeal to get at the truth. This con- 
sumed the greater part of his spare time for nearly three years. He 
searched the nooks and crannies of the Grand Secretary’s office and 
scanned the proceedings of all Grand Lodge assemblies from its first 
meeting in 1853 down to 1898. Garrets were ransacked and old trunks 
and desks were searched, and the newspaper files of early days were 
carefully perused. From an extensive correspondence with members 
or their families who had moved away, scattered far and wide, reach- 
ing some of them in foreign countries, and from personal interviews 
with the older Masons and their families still residing here, he col- 
lected much valuable material for the narrative which was laboriously 
pieced together and subsequently put into book form. He was the 
one member of the Lodge and the one Mason in the city best fitted 
by training, inclination and ability to do this work, for he loved 
Masonry, and history and ritualism were his hobbies.” 
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ST. PAUL AND MINNESOTA IN 1849 


The year 1849 was a memorable one in the history of Minnesota 
and of Minnesota Masonry. It witnessed the birth of both. In 1849 
the people of the East looked upon Minnesota as a wilderness, and it 
was. It was regarded as the front door to the arctic regions and a 
half-way station to the North Pole. In the acrimonious debates in 
Congress over the adoption of the bill for the creation of the Territory, 
beginning in 1846, and not terminating until March, 1849, the words 
of an Ohio Representative voiced the opinion of the o tion of no 
inconsiderable portion of the voters of Union: “ n God's foot- 
stool is so densel y populated that each human being Gosceii two 
square feet, then, but not till then, will a white man go to the hyper- 
borean regions of the Northwest, fit only to be the home of the savage 
and wild beast.” 


St. Paul at that time had approximately five-hundred inhabitants. 
Its streets, which were nothing but paths and trails winding thro 
brush and swamps and obstructed by stumps, were laid out by B. 
Brunson who afterwards became a member of this Lodge. 


So remote was this pioneer community of Minnesota, it being lo- 
cated as it was next door to the arctic circle and the half-way station 
to the North Pole, it was unfit for human habitation and only fit for 
the savage. No wonder that it took Congress three years to finally 
pass a bill for the creation of the Minnesota Territory, which occurred 
on March 3, 1849. This event did not become known in Minnesota 
until navigation on the Mississippi River opened one month later, Con- 
trast this with the rapidity of communication and transportaton today. 
The first Masonic notice published in Minnesota appeared in the first 
issue of the Minnesota Pioneer, the first newspaper published in the 
Territory on April 28, 1849. It read as follows: “Members of the 
Masonic Fraternity in and near St. Paul intend to meet together in a 
aos <i ba the Pioneer office on Thursday evening next (May 31st) 
at 6 o’c wt 


A second notice appeared in the first issue of the Minnesota Chron- 
icle, Thursday, May 31, 1849: 


“MASONIC” 


“All Masons who may be at St. Paul on Monday next, are re- 
spectfully invited to meet at the School House, near the Catholic 
Church, at 7 o'clock P.M. of said day.” 


It is interesting to note that on the day preceding the arrival of 
the Territorial Governor our Masonic Brethren met, and while no 
records of that meeting or the one of June 4th exist, it is reasonable 
to suppose they were the forerunners of the mee that was held a 
few weeks later and resulted in the formation of the ; 


Meanwhile, Charles Kilgore Smith, who had been appointed Ter- 
ritorial Secretary, arrived in St. Paul ‘early in July of 1849. He was 
known to be a very able Mason and it is fair to infer that he brought 
new life in St. Paul Mason’s previous attempts to establish a Masonic 
gy nee pe ge J 12, 1849 a third notice appeared in the Minne- 
sota Chronic 


“Masonic. All members of the order who may be in St. Paul on 
Monday next (the 16th instant) are fraternally invited to attend a 
convocation to be held at the American House at 74% o'clock P.M. 
Punctual attendance is required. B.” (B is su to have been 
pe Brawley, then, and to the time of his th, an enthusiastic 

ason. 
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The American House had been opened but two weeks and was the 
finest building in the Territory. However, it was necessary to find a 
more secret meeting place and accordingly a log school house situated 
at Third and St. Peter streets was selected. Here the first action to 
form a Lodge was taken. Thirteen men who professed having been 
raised to the Sublime Degree of a Master Mason in Lodges situated 
in various sections in the East, presumably examined each other, 
rusty as they were, or dropped to their knees with elevated arms and 
vowed that they had received the Masonic Degrees. The procedure 
employed was so unusual that two who attended, Brothers Goodrich 
and Goodhue, retired before any business was transacted. Finally it 
was concluded that all were Master Masons and that steps to insure 
the formation of a Lodge should be taken. The following day, a 
petition was prepared in due form, and signed by each of the brothers 
in attendance on the previous evening, Brother Goodrich alone ex- 
cepted, who declined on the ground that in his judgment at least 
one of the signers was an imposter. The petition for dispensation 
was forewarded to the Ohio Grand Lodge as W.’. Brother Smith had 
come from Ohio. 


Thirteen in all had responded to the call and they were:

Aaron Goodrich—Chief Justice 

James M. Goodhue—Editor of Minnesota Pioneer 
J. Hughes—Editor of Minnesota Chronicle 
Daniel Franklin Brawley—Pioneer business man

W. C. Wright—Probably a printer 

Justus C. Ramsey—Brother of first Minnesota Governor 
John Condon—Government employe 

Albert Titlow—Carpenter 

John Holland—Painter 

Levi Sloan—Grocery store owner 

Julius Archer Aitkenside—Printer 


The dispensation dated at Lancaster, Ohio, August 8, 1849, and 
signed by M. Z. Kreider, Grand Master, was received in due course 
and by its authority the Lodge held its first meeting on Saturday 
evening, September 8, 1849 in the Central House, which then stood 
on what was known as Bench Street, later Second Street, now a part 
of Kellogg Boulevard, near the corner of Minnesota Street. 


Charles Kilgore Smith, the first Secretary of the Territory, 
Founder of and first Secretary of the Minnesota Historical Society, 
later becoming a charter member of the first Lodge of Odd Fellows 
and a Regent of the State University, was designated as the Worship- 
ful Master of the Lodge; Jer. Hughes was designated as the Senior 
Warden and D. F. Brawley as the Junior Warden. Selected at the 
organization meeting were Justus C. Ramsey as Treasurer, J. A. 
Aitkenside as Secretary, Lot Moffit as Senior Deacon, Taylor Dudley 
as Junior Deacon, and W. C. Wright as Tyler. 


THE FIRST WORK 


The Lodge met again on September 17 and the petition of O. H. 
Kelley was received. The petition of Charles P. Scott was balloted 
upon and elected and he was, if not in due and ancient form, in some 
form brought to Masonic Light. Hence he must forever stand as the 
first to have humbly: knocked for admission at the doors of Masonic 
Lodges in Minnesota. 


A vivid description of the Lodge and Degree work is best given 
by Brother Oliver H. Kelley (one of seven to later found the “Grange” 
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or Patrons of Husbandry), who in speaking of the Worshipful Master, 
C. K. Smith, said; 


“He told me he had found enough old rusty Masons to ize 
a Lodge, and a dispensation had been received from the Grand 
of Ohio. A week or two after its reception, I was invited to pose as a 
candidate. They wanted some one upon whom to practice, and I was 
supposed to be good material. I do not remember about the ante- 
room, but I do recall the fact that when I entered the Lodge, I had 
no need of a grip sack for extra clothing, or bric-a-brac. 


“Observation in Masonic Lodges since convinces me that Smith 
was right when he told me he had found ‘rusty Masons!’ I had not 
made three steps into the room, before a discussion opened as to the 
proper course to pursue. As it made no difference to me, inasmuch 
as I had never been in a Lodge before, and I was going it blind, after 
being toted about from one to another, and the debate on ‘how to do 
it’ continuing, I suggested they finish me, and do the disputing after- 
wards. Some one, I think the Master, very blandly informed me it 
was none of my business, and that I would be finished in due time. 
Well! all things come to those who wait, and I soon saw all that 
was necessary. 


“The St. Paul Hotel was a two-story log building, weather board- 
ed. The rooms were lathed and plastered. If memory serves me 
correctly, the Masonic Hall was in the attic of the L, and it was un- 
finished. The rafters were tamarack poles, from which the bark had 
not been removed. The logs on the sides and ends of the room, made 
the wainscoting. The officers’ desks were empty barrels, set on end. 
Each had a chair, or nail keg, for a seat. e altar was an empty 
packing box, and three old candle sticks, with half burned tallow 
dips, illuminated a well-worn Bible, square and compasses. To me, 
it was a gloomy picture. A blacksmith shop would have been equall 
attractive. The charge, or lecture by C. K. Smith, was very well 
delivered, but the hat he wore had n, to my certain knowledge, 
unceremoniously sat upon the night before. Several times durin 
ceremonies, it required considerable effort to keep from a fit of 
laughter. I have never been in a e room since where the can- 
didate was allowed to sit down while Worshipful Master explain- 
ed to the officers ‘what to do, and how to do it.” Some time afterwards, 
I attended another meeting to see a man by the name of Charles Berg 
initiated, but, of course, there was no visible improvement in 
work. I never attended another meeting of St. Paul . It was 
not until February 21, 1857, that I became a Fellow C and m 
raising as a Master Mason was deferred until May 26, 1866. Bo 
degrees were given me in Cataract Lodge, No. 2. I do not remember 
Mr. Scott. I do know that I was informed in the anteroom the night 
I was initiated that I was the first they had ‘experimented on,’ and 
that I must make due allowance for the rough manner in which it 
had been done. I presume Mr. Scott was only required to take the 
obligation, and was then put into a position to enable them to start 
the work. I know none were present save the official workers, and 
while I was then well acquainted with them, I have long since for- 
gotten all save Smith.” 


CHARTER RECEIVED 


The Lodge continued work and sometime in 1852, still working 
under the Ohio Dispensation, but disgruntled because the Grand Lodge 
had taken no action on chartering the Lodge, the Brethren applied 
to the Grand Lodge of Wisconsin for a dispensation which was granted

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May 17, 1852. February 7, 1853 however, the Lodge accepted a charter 
from the Grand Lodge of Ohio which had finally been received, three 
and one-half years after its first dispensation and the Lodge that 
evening was duly constituted as St. Paul Lodge No. 223 of Ohio. Also, 
on that same evening a resolution was adopted inviting Cataract 
Lodge at St. Anthony Falls (now Minneapolis) and St. John’s Lodge 
at Stillwater to send delegates to St. Paul on Wednesday evening, 
February 25, 1853 to form a Grand Lodge of Minnesota. The meeting 
was held and the Grand Lodge of Minnesota duly constituted. With 
justice and strictly in accordance with Masonic usage, this Lodge 
ranked No. 3 on the roll of the Grand Lodge. St. John’s Lodge, No. 1, 
of Stillwater was organized U.’. D.’. October 12, 1850 and was char- 
tered June 9, 1852 as No. 39 of Wisconsin. As a Lodge U.’. D.’. it was 
more than a year younger than St. Paul Lodge U.’. D.’., but as a 
chartered Lodge, it was almost eight months older. Cataract Lodge, 
No. 2 of St. Anthony worked U.’. D.’. dated February 2, 1852 and 
on October 21, 1852, it was regularly constituted a chartered Lodge, 
known as No. 121 of Illinois. As a Lodge U.’. D.’., it was twenty-nine 
months younger, but as a chartered Lodge, three months older than 
St. Paul Lodge. 


ILLEGAL SURRENDER OF CHARTER 


The last communication of “Old St. Paul Lodge No. 3 was held on 
January 7, 1856 which is best explained by the following preamble 
and resolution offered at the Grand Lodge’s Fourth Annual Com- 
munication: 


“Whereas, it has been represented to this Grand Lodge, that 
certain members of St. Paul Lodge, No. 3, without due notice being 
given to the members of said Lodge of their intentions, as required 
by the Constitution of this Grand Lodge, did, on Monday evening, 
the 7th day of January, 1856, proceed to adopt a resolution, surrender- 
ing the charter of said Lodge to this Grand Lodge, in violation of our 
Constitution, and the Landmarks of our Order: Therefore 

“Resolved, that a committee of three be appointed by the M.”°. W.”. 
G.°. Master, to inquire into the facts of the case, and report the names 
of the several brothers who acted therein, with their action in the 
premises.” 

It was “Moved to lay the preamble and resolution on the table 
which motion was adopted by the following vote: 


“Affirmative, 19. Negative, 1.” 
The negative vote was cast by the R.*. W.°. D.’. G.*. M.°*. Goodrich. 


That was a remarkable vote, and happily, one rarely witnessed 
in a Masonic Body. As Brother Goodrich expressed it, twenty-seven 
years afterwards, “the act, I then proposed to investigate, involved 
one of the greatest wrongs that may be inflicted upon our institu 
tions.” 

W.°. Bro. D. F. Brawley in the afternoon session of the Grand 
Lodge on January 9, 1856 stated as follows, “—he (Brawley) was 
instructed by a resolution of his Lodge, to pay the arrearages of the 
Lodge to the Grand Lodge, and surrender the charter and further 
stated that all demands—.” 

Brother Goodrich in 1885 wrote, “This statement is devoid of 
truth in all that pertains to this surrender theory. No action was 
had upon the subject. It was not alluded to at the last, or any former 
session of the Lodge. I attended the last meeting held under the old 
charter, January 7, 1856, reaching to 1 A.M. on the 8th.” And then he 
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proceeds to say that on entering the Grand Lodge on January 8, he 
was informed that the Charter was in the pocket of a Grand 

officer and would be surrendered. “Acting upon his statement, I 
immediately prepared and offered the resolution.” 


Later, Past Master, Wm. H. Grant stated, 


“Goodrich and Brawley came to my office together. We talked 
of several matters before alluding to the surrender of the Charter of 
St. Paul Lodge. The substance of the conversation was that Bro. 
Brawley said that ‘he was never authorized by the Lodge, or by any 
vote of the Lodge to surrender the Charter. That the matter had been 
informally talked over by a number of the brethren,’ (the aim was to 
eliminate Goodrich;) ‘and it had been agreed upon that he (Brawley) 
should appear in the Grand Lodge with the Charter and records, and 
make the statement that he did, and at the same time, he had a 
petition for a new Lodge in his pocket.” 


Afterwards, Brawley consented that an affidavit should be drawn 
up by Brother William Barrett, Past Grand Master of New Hampshire, 
who then resided in the city, and was an attorney. 


“Brawley never spoke to me again on the subject, so far as I 
now recollect. In a day or two, Brother Goodrich called at my office 
and showed me the original affidavit of Brawley, and sworn to before 
a Notary Public of Ramsey County. After reading the affidavit, I asked 
Brother Goodrich if he had any difficulty, or if Brawley made any 
objection to making it. It is my recollection that he replied that he 
hesitated a little at first, but on being assured that it would not be 
used as evidence in his (Brawley’s) lifetime, but that he should always 
be called to tell his own story if egy = he very willingly consented 
to make it, as he said he wanted the facts preserved in such a way 
that they might be proved in case of his death.” 


“This was the only occasion I ever saw the original affidavit. 
Sometime after I learned of Brawley’s death, Brother Goodrich handed 
me a printed copy of this affidavit, with the remark that he had the 
original in a safe place, and that he did not want me to forget it.” 


Past Master William Pitt Murray was certain of the existence of 
such a document, and saw the printed copy. 


Past Deputy Grand Master W. T. Rigby wrote, “I am firmly of 
your opinion that the Charter of St. Paul Lodge No. 3 was walewhdle 
slaughtered. On a bright Sunday afternoon in May, 1856, the Grand 
Master told me of the troubles of St. Paul Lodge No. 3, and to restore 
harmony, the surrender of the Charter appeared the most feasible 
course to pursue. A meeting of the Lodge was called for that purpose, 
and only such persons notified as were favorable to the plan.” 


Past Grand Master Pierson was wont to call the whole affair a ruse. 
It was a conspiracy, then, not of the Grand Lodge, nor St. Paul Lodge, 
but of members active in both bodies, to get rid of Brother Goodrich 
in order that the plans they had in view could be carried out without 
continual objection from him on the grounds of irregularity. With no 
Lodge membership, the ground was cut beneath his feet. A careful

R.’. W.’. Brother, must convince any impartial investigator, that in 
this, and in another episode, growing out of it, and involving a change 
in Grand Lodge government, from the Constitution of 1853 to that 
of 1856, Aaron Goodrich was absolutely right, and acted in strict 
conformity to the Ancient Landmarks of Freemasonry, and the Con- 
stitution of the Grand Lodge. 


N.B. See Grand Lodge Proceedings 1853: Constitution of the Grand 
Lodge of the Territory of Minnesota Section 9, in reference to qual- 
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ifications to be elected Grand Master, Deputy Grand Master, Grand 
Senior Warden and Grand Junior Warden: Compared with Constitu- 
tion of 1856. Also, Grand Lodge Proceedings of 1856—Part 2, General 
Regulations, Title 4—Miscellaneous Regulations, Section 95 and 97 
(known as the healing clause): Proceedings of 1853—Constitution 
Article 3, Section 5 and 6. 


Today looking back through the mist of nearly one hundred years, 
the surrender of the Charter by Brother Brawley and the acceptance 
of it by the Grand Lodge constituted a plain violation of Sections 
5 and 6 of Article 3 of the Constitution then in force. This infraction 
of the Constitution, if called to the attention of the Grand Lodge, was 
probably thought of little moment by the majority, as the next busi- 
ness considered was the adoption of a new Constitution in which there 
was no such provision. Brother Goodrich, however, manifested his 
appreciation of the situation by absenting himself from the Grand 
Lodge for the next nine years. 

By the action of the Grand Lodge and Brother Brawley, whether 
considered as a surrender, which it was not, or a revocation, which 
no one has ever claimed, forty-three Craftsmen, all Master Masons in 
good and regular standing, became non-affiliates, a large majority of 
them without their knowledge or consent, and the feeling was such 
that only thirty ever joined the new Lodge; several waiting more than 
ten years. Of the remaining thirteen, and these were the most promi- 
nent citizens of the Territory, a few affiliated with other Lodges, but 
most of them remained non-affiliates the remainder of their lives. 

It is not a pleasant task, even after the lapse of so many years, 
to recall the discord and confusion existing among Masons and in 
Masonry in St. Paul during the decade following the year 1855; and 
as Masons it might be better to forget than to remember them; but 
history has its lessons of adversity to record, or it would not be 
history. Those responsible for these conditions are not now among 
the living. Their legacy of strife is remembered only with sorrow. 


THE NEW LODGE 


Nevertheless, it should be remembered that it was amid these 
scenes and surroundings that the new Lodge received its Charter. At 
the forenoon session of the Grand Lodge, January 10th, 1855 the 
Grand Secretary presented a petition from the following named Master 
Masons, well known to him, praying for a Charter to open a Lodge 
in St. Paul by the name of St. Paul Lodge. 

Charles S. Cave, Benjamine W. Brunson, George A. Camp, D. W. 
C. Dunwell, Bartlett Presley, Daniel F. Brawley, Charles L. Willis, 
Lot Moffet, John B. Spencer, William P. Murray, William Hartshorn, 
William H. Nobles, C. V. P. Lull, Thomas Burton. 

With the exception of Thomas Burton, who was a member of 
Olive Branch Lodge, No. 14, of Michigan, the petitioners had been 
members, and three of them Past Masters, of the defunct Lodge. The 
name of the R.’. W.’. P.’. D.*. Grand Master Goodrich was con- 
spicuously absent. 

That afternoon the following resolution was made, “Resolved, that 
a Charter be granted for the establishment of a Lodge in St. Paul to 
be named and known as St. Paul Lodge, No. 3, and that the jewels 
and furniture of the late St. Paul Lodge be donated to the new Lodge, 
they paying the usual fee.” 

The report was unanimously adopted and later that month the 
new Lodge was duly constituted. Thus ended the first seven years of 
St. Paul Lodge and a new era began under the new Charter which was 
to continue until January 5, 1900.

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THE YEARS FROM 1856 TO THE SEMI-CENTENNIAL 
CELEBRATION SEPTEMBER 8, 1899 


Many long and hard years came and went during this period of 
Civil war and reconstruction. There also were good years. A full and 
complete story of these years are contained in the Histories published 
for the Semi-centennial and the Seventy-fifth Anniversary. Suffice to 
say that at the end of the fiscal year 1856 the membership of St. Paul 
Lodge, No. 3 was 31 and in 1899, 292. During this period, St. Paul 
Lodge was greatly honored by having one of its members as Grand 
Master of Minnesota; M.*. W.°. Brother James Frederick Lawless, 19th 
Worshipful Master of St. Paul Lodge, No. 3, and Grand Master 1896- 
1897. Also, M.*. W.°. Brother Charles Griswold joined the Lodge by 
demit on July 16, 1875 while he was Grand Master. 


W.’. Bro. James Early was born at Savannah, N. Y., August 22, 
1866. He received the degrees in Morning Sun Lodge No. 142 at Port 
Henry, N. Y., affiliated with Van Rensselaer Lodge No. 100, Hoosick 
Falls, N. Y., March 15, 1890 and was Senior Deacon in 1893. He came 
to St. Paul in 1893 and affiliated with this Lodge on April 20, 1894. 
He was Junior Warden in 1897 and Worshipful Master in 1898 and 
1899; the last year being the Semi-centennial year. He served as 
Deputy Grand Master of the 14th Masonic District for a number of 
years. W.’. Brother Early died March 16, 1949 and his death was a 
great shock and loss to the Lodge. 


RETURN OF THE CHARTER 


W.’. Bro. George R. Metcalf writes as follows in the Semi-centen- 
nial History: 

On January 5, 1900, at a Stated Communication of St. Paul Lodge, 
No. 3, A.*. F.”. and A.*. M.’., a resolution was presented, and adopted 
unanimously, instructing the representatives of the Lodge at the 
Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge to petition the Grand 
Lodge for the return of the Charter of 1853. 

Accordingly, at the morning session of the second day of the 
Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge, January 18, 1900, the 
Senior Warden of the Lodge, Brother George R. Metcalf, presented 
the following resolution: 

“Whereas, old St. Paul Lodge, No. 3, was organized under dis- 
pensation, September 8, 1849, and was one of the original Lodges 
concerned in the formation of the Grand Lodge, A.’. F.". and A.*. M.”., 
of Minnesota, in February, 1853, ranking according to the date of its 
Charter, justly and according to established Masonic usage, as Lodge 
No. 3, on the roll of the Grand Lodge, and, 

“Whereas, the Charter of old St. Paul Lodge, No. 3, was sur- 
rendered on January 9, 1856, and, 

“Whereas, the present St. Paul Lodge, No. 3, was chartered on 
the following day under the same name and number of the old 
Lodge, the jewels, furniture and property of the said Lodge being 
donated to the present Lodge, and it was made up of substantially 
the same members, and de facto was, is, and has been always recog- 
nized as the same Lodge, therefore, 

“RESOLVED, That on this the fiftieth year of the introduction of 
Freemasonry into Minnesota, this Grand Lodge as a memorial of that 
event, and as an act of courtesy and consideration to the present 
St. Paul Lodge, No. 3, restores to said Lodge its old Charter of 1853, 
now in the custody of the R.*. W.°. Grand Secretary of this Grand 
Lodge, and by this resolution, it does restore St. Paul Lodge, No. 3, 
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A.’. F.". and A.*. M.’., to its rank as the third chartered Lodge on the. 
roll of the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of Minnesota and does 
establish and continue St. Paul Lodge, No. 3, as said original Lodge, 
and does confirm and make valid the works and acts of said St. Paul 
Lodge, No. 3, done or performed since January 10, 1856, as fully in 
all respects and for all intents and purposes, as if said Charter of 
1853 had not been accepted by the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of 
Minnesota and had been during all said time the Charter under which 
said Lodge had been working.” 


THE CHARTER OF 1853 


One of the many vicissitudes of this document: Some months 
after the burning of the Mackubin Block, in April, 1868, this Charter 
was returned to W.’. Brother W. H. Grant by the mother of a street 
urchin who had found it in a box of rubbish at a place nearly a mile 
distant from the scene of the fire. 


Brother Metcalf requested it be referred to the Committee on 
Jurisprudence. It was so ordered by the Grand Master. 


On the same day, towards the end of the afternoon session, Most 
Worshipful Brother Henry R. Wells, chairman of the Committee on 
Jurisprudence, reported: 


“To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of Minnesota, now in 
session: 


“Your Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence, to whom was re- 
ferred the application of St. Paul Lodge, No. 3, for the restoration 
of the original Charter of said Lodge, purporting to have been sur- 
rendered to the Grand Lodge in 1856, fraternally report: Your Com- 
mittee have duly considered the same (having heard the statements 
and proofs submitted) and find therefrom that the action and proceed- 
ings of said Lodge in reference to said attempted surrender were 
wholly insufficient and irregular, and that such attempted surrender 
by the said Lodge was void and of no effect. 


“Your Committee recommends the adoption of the following: 


““RESOLVED, That the original Charter of St. Paul Lodge, No. 3, 
granted in 1853, be restored; 


see 


Further, That all acts and proceedings of said Lodge under 
the Charter of 1856 be ratified, and confirmed, and declared valid.’ 


“January 18, 1900.

The resolution was adopted by the Grand Lodge unanimously. 


At the evening session the Most Worshipful Grand Master, Brother 
A. T. Stebbins, returned the Charter of 1853 to the hands of the 
Worshipful Master of the Lodge, Brother James J. Early. 


By that act St. Paul Lodge, No. 3, became once again actually 
and legally not only the third chartered Lodge on the roll of the 
Grand Lodge, but the first organized Lodge, U.’. D.’., the MoTHER 
Lopce of Minnesota Masonry.

Brother James Ferguson was born in St. Paul, Minnesota, June 
7, 1894. He was educated in the public schools and Humboldt High 
School, in St. Paul, later attending for a short time, Macalester Col- 
lege. He was employed for many years by Swift & Company as a 
department manager. His accidental death, on November 7, 1948, was 
untimely and mourned by all. His Masonic history was full and com- 
plete. He was one of the finest ritualists ever produced by St. Paul 
Lodge No. 3. He had been honored by the Ancient and Accepted 
Scottish Rite, being coroneted a 33° Honorary in 1939. He was a 
faithful member of the Lodge, the Minnesota Consistory No. 1,A.A.S.R., 
and Osman Temple Shrine. 

A special Communication was held on February 24 for the pur- 
pose of conducting funeral services over the remains of Past Master 
Edward McStay who was Master of the Lodge during the year 1896- 
1897, and the oldest living Past Master at the time of his death. 

An unexpected official visitation was made at a St. Paul Lodge

This year St. Paul Lodge No. 3 won the Masonic League Kitten- 
ball championship. A silver cup was presented to the Lodge and each 
player on the team received a fountain pen at a special Communication 
on October 23. 

A Halloween party was held at the Temple on October 31. At- 
tendance, 480. Deficit, $196.89. 

Past Masters Night was held November 13, 1925. M.’. W.’. Grand 
Master Hayden French and his Grand Lodge officers were present. 
W.’. M.’. for the evening was W.’. Brother E. A. Russell. 

The year ended with a membership of 1242. Cash resources of

A very unique Master Masons Degree was conferred on March 30, 
1927: That evening every station was filled by Past Grand Masters and 
Past Masters all of whom were State Officials or members of the State 
Legislature. Past Grand Master James O'Connell was Master of the 
evening. There were thirty-four Past Masters attending. Total at- 
tendance, 800. 


Grand Master William Smith visited the Lodge on October 14, 
1927 at which time the memory of W.’. Brother George Metcalf, de- 
ceased, was honored and an oil painting of him unveiled. 


This year was instituted a “Fellowship Trowel” to further Broth- 
erhood with other Lodges of this Jurisdiction. The officers traveled 
to St. Cloud, Minnesota and conferred the Master Mason Degree for 
North Star Lodge No. 23 on November 19, 1927, at which time the 
“Trowel” presentation was made. 


The year closed with a membership of 1217 and with cash re- 
sources of $131.89. The balance on hand in the Widow's and Orphan's 
Fund was $10,500.00. The outstanding equity in the Masonic Temple 
Association was $20,064.62.

Brother Emmet R. Christesen was born at St. Paul, Minnesota 
November 10, 1897. He was engaged for many years as a painting 
contractor in St. Paul. W.. Brother Christesen has been extremely 
active in all Masonic bodies and is one of the most outstanding ritual- 
ists of this Lodge and the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite. He is 
at present the full time Secretary of the latter body and was recently 
honored by being coroneted 33° honorary. 


The hard depression years were now upon the Lodge but it had a 
better than expected year with an unusual increase in attendance 
probably due to the personal charm of the Master. The M.. W.”’. 
Grand Master, Wm. Gill made an official visitation to the Lodge on 
April 11, 1930. The annual Past Masters Night was unusual in that 
all the officers participating in the work were the officers of 1922, the 
Master being W.°’. Brother Bert Clayton. 


A great boon to this Lodge and Masonry in general in St. Paul 
and Minnesota was the return to the city of W. . Brother Einar John- 
son who was Master in 1923. He later completed the History of St. 
Paul Lodge No. 3 for publication in 1931. He is at present in the 
Minnesota Grand Lodge Line. 


It was with deep regret that the Master accepted the resignation 
of Howard Thomas as J... S.°. who was transferred to California.

Brother Armin Albrecht was born at St. Paul, Minnesota on 
May 24, 1886.

Grand 
Treasurer; John i Anderson, Grand Secretary; P F. McNairy, 
Grand Chaplain; Stafford King, Grand Orator; G Christie, s.*. G. . 
Deacon; Leroy Mattson, Grand Marshal; W. a Hillyer, Grand Stand- 
ard Bearer; Otto Danek, Grand Sword Bearer; George Wilson, 
S.". G.*. S.*.; J. M. Martin, J.". G.°. S.°.; and C. H. Judd, Grand Tyler 
were announced in waiting. The Grand Master was ushered vans, rs 
hall by P.". M. . F. Plondke, the oldest ett, Past Master p 
carrying the book of Constitutions and P.’. & Ce Compbell 
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Marshal; and after being received with the Grand Honors was es- 
corted to the East. The Grand Master kept the gavel and introduced 
the other Grand Lodge Officers present, who were then escorted to 
the East. M.’. W.. Grand Master of the Grand Jurisdiction of Ohio, 
L. T. McKinney, was announced as in waiting in the ante-room. He 
was ushered into the hall by P.. M.’. G. C. S. Campbell, Marshal, 
and after being given the Grand Honors was cordially received and 
escorted to the EAST by M.. W.’. Grand Master Cummins. The 
M.. W.. Grand Master of Minnesota then returned the gavel to 
W.’. M.’. H. G. Heidt and requested him to continue with the business 
at hand as he understood there was a long pro to be heard and 
he did not want to take up any more time at t point. 


W.*. M.’. Heidt then introduced the two oldest living members 

of the Lodge, Brother Martin Bohlig and Brother Paul S. Hendrickson, 

t secretary. A very large ovation was given these Brothers who 

th responded with brief words thanking the Lodge for such a fine 
reception. 


W.’. M.*. Heidt next introduced W.*. Bro. Emmet R. Christesen 
to act as presiding officer of the Centennial Program. (Again as at 
the 75th Anniversary, it was impossible to find a Brother who could 
take down in shorthand the many fine speeches made by those who 
did not have written speeches. It will always be to our regret that 
the inspiring words of the two Grand Masters present could not be 
included in whole in this history.) 


W.°. Bro. Christesen then presented W.*. M.. Heidt who gave 
the following address of welcome. 


“M.’. W.*. Grand Master of Masons, of Minnesota, M.’. W.*. Grand 
Master of Masons of Ohio, officers of the M.’. W.*. Grand Lodge of 
Masons, of Minnesota, W.’. Brothers and Brethren: 


“One hundred years ago tonight, there met in St. Paul, in the 
Territory of Minnesota, then a frontier town in the infancy of its 
existence, a small body of pioneers who organized a Lodge of Masons 
to which they gave the name—St. Paul Lodge No. 1. That Lodge has 
met tonight, to celebrate its centennial anniversary. On behalf of 
that Lodge, I bid Sm all a hearty welcome. As a great many of you 
already know and as the rest of you are now finding out, re are 
many Brethren of the Mother Lodge better qualified far than 
myself to make this, the official address of welcome. I find myself 
here by the Grace of God, and a few Brothers who continued to elect 
me to higher office each year, culminated by election to that exalted 
station of W.. M.. of not only the oldest Masonic organization of 
our great state, but the finest ‘Blue Lodge’ to be found on the face 
of the earth, and I assure you I stand here in humility. 


“A few months ago I had the very great privilege of an 
official call on one of our oldest living members with the then oldest 
living Past Master of St. Paul Lodge, No. 3. He, my Brethren, was 
the W.. M.*. at the Golden Anniversity of this Lodge, fifty years ago 
tonight and was well-loved by each and every one of us. He to 
me at that time that if he could only live until the Centennial Cele- 
bration of St. Paul Lodge No. 3 he would have no other material 
Masonic ambitions. If any credit comes to the speaker for this ad- 
dress of welcome, I refer you to the History of this Lodge which I 
hold here in my hand and on page 4, P mm will find that he, of whom 
I spoke, wrote most of this address fifty years ago. Unfortunately, 
my Brethren, W.’. Bro. James Early did not live to fulfill his ambition 
as he passed away on March 16, 1949. I feel however, that he is here 
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with us tonight in spirit, and in honor of his memory I request the 
Lodge to stand in silence for a few moments to pay their last mortal 
Masonic respect. .. .- .”. 


“The profusion of grey hairs and bald heads in this splendid 
audience prove that Masonry has not passed away: that the institution 
in all its virility, its principles, its history and its ritual is still alive. 
It is not a mere toy with which to amuse the striplings who happen 
temporarily to hold office. Officers of the Lodges should bear this 
constantly in mind, and endeavor to act up to the level of dignity 
befitting such an institution. We should not only preserve and cherish 
the records pertaining to the glorious ancestry of the fraternity, but 
should always remember that we, at this time, are building for 
posterity. 

“I do not intend to ‘steal the thunder’ of our distinguished guest 
from Ohio in reference to the historical relationship of the Grand 
Lodge of Ohio and St. Paul Lodge No. 3, but many of you are un- 
doubtedly curious as to the tie-up between Ohio and our Lodge, and 
why, for instance other Grand Jurisdictions have not been given 
similar honor by your committee. I therefore wish to digress a few 
moments on a few historical highlights which will be amplified later 
by our orators. 


“W.°. Bro. Walter King and myself were searching for historical 
documents in our vault a short while ago and came upon this little 
pamphlet which I hold in my hand. It is the original By-Laws of 
St. Paul Lodge No. 1, and I ask your permission to read a few ex- 
cerpts from it. The cover reads as follows: 


“BY-LAWS 
of 
ST. PAUL LODGE No. 1 
of 
FREE AND ACCEPTED MASONS: 
AND OF THE GRAND LODGE OF OHIO’ 


“The inner flyleaf reads in part as follows—— 


“At a meeting of Free and Accepted Masons of the Town of 
St. Paul and in the Territory of Minnesota, on the evening of the 8th 
of September, A.D. 1849 held in the office of C. K. Smith, Secretary 
of the said Territory, for the purpose of organizing a Lodge—a Dis- 
pensation was read from M. Z. Kreider, Grand Master of the Grand 
Lodge of Ohio, dated at Lancaster, Ohio, the 8th day of August, 1849, 
in which are designated C. K. Smith as first Master, James Hughes, 
first Senior Warden, and Daniel F. Brawley, first Junior Warden. 
Said Dispensation was enclosed in the following letter addressed to 
Brother Smith, to wit: 


“*“Lancaster, Ohio, August 8, 1949 


Dear Sir: Your favor of the 25th ultimo has just come to 
hand, and I hasten to comply with your request by forewarding as 
herein enclosed a dispensation. I esteem it a special compliment both 
to myself and our Grand Lodge to be the medium through which the 
pure and elevating principles of Masonry are conveyed to your wilder- 
ness land. May that wilderness under its hallowed influence be made 
to bud and blossom as the rose. Hoping that this may soon reach you, 
and that before long I may have the satisfaction to learn from your 
own hand of your prosperity, 
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I remain very truly yours, 
M. Z. Kreider’’’ 
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“Then follows: 


“ “The foregoing indicates the incipient steps taken in the organiza- 
tion of our Lodge, and we have the pleasure of stating to our Brethren 
elsewhere, that it is now conducting its business harmoniously under 
the By-Laws herewith annexed 

“"C. K. Smith 


“St. Paul Territory, November 7, 1849.’ 


“This book, by the way Brethren, was published by J. A. Aitken- 
side, in 1849, who was one of the charter members of this and 
on the By-Laws Committee composed of himself, C. K. Smith and 


excerpt: ‘In investigating the By-Laws of the Grand me of Ohio, 
for the government of subordinant Lodges, the Committee found there 
laid down almost every provision necessary for the government of 
this Lodge, etc.’ 


“And therefore you can see the heritage, we of St. Paul Lodge 
owe to the Grand Lodge of Ohio: Yes let us go further and say what 
the Grand Lodge of Minnesota owes to the Grand Lodge of Ohio; for, 
shortly after the organization of our Lodge, two other Masonic Lodges 
sprang up in the Territory: St. John’s Lodge at Stillwater, and Catar- 
act Lodge, at St. Anthony, now Minneapolis. Their officers, along 
with those of St. Paul Lodge, decided in 1853, that there should be 
formed a Grand Lodge of Minnesota and therefore on February 23, 
1853, there met in St. Paul, representatives from these three Lodges 
who formed the Grand Lodge of Minnesota. 


“I hold in my hand the original St. Paul Lodge copy of the pro- 
ceedings of the first communication of the Most Worshipful Grand 
ones of Minnesota and I wish to read a few excerpts from it. 


“"In accordance with a resolution adopted by each of the several 
Seihhersd Lodges in the Territory of Minnesota, delegates from three 
Lodges met at the Lodge Room of St. Paul Lodge No. 1, on Wednesday 
evening, come 23rd, 1853, to take such measures as were neces- 
sary in order to form a Grand Lodge.’ 


“And there Brethren, is the beginning of the Grand Lodge of 
Minnesota. 


“Many Masons wonder why, if St. Paul Lodge is celebrating 
its centennial anniversary it is not still known as St. Paul Lodge 
No. 1. The reason is that throu ugh misunderstanding, error and mis- 
take on the part of the officers of St. Paul Lodge; and the uncertainty 
of the mail one hundred years ago, St. Paul Lodge, although the 
oldest Lodge in reference to working under dispensation, was the 
youngest of the three in regard to working with a regular legal 
charter. not receiving a charter from the Grand e of Ohio until 
January 24, 1853; and as the first communication of Grand Lodge 
of Minnesota assigned Lodge Numbers in reference to charter date, 
St. Paul Lodge is known as St. Paul Lodge No. 3. 


“So much, Brethren, for history. We have this even y Oh rather 
long program. This is one evening when the Master of 
should be seen and not heard too long. Yes, it is ~ the = 
urpose of honoring those brethren who through the ve 
A ae so constantly for the good and welfare of this My 
hope is, that in future anniversaries, St. Paul No. 3 will con- 
tinue to hold its high and honored place in ety only Masonry, but in 
the community, the great State of Minnesota, and these United States. 


“May the peace of the Master be with you now and forever.” 
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W.. Bro. Christesen called on the senior living Past Master, W.’. 
Bro. Plondke, to respond on behalf of the Past Masters. He spoke 
briefly on St. Paul Lodge No. 3, of many years ago, emphasizing his 
points by some very well told stories. 


W.°. Bro. Christesen with appropriate remarks introduced W..’. 
Bro. Einar Johnson, who responded very briefly on behalf of the Lodge 
as a whole. His talk was most interesting, as he was the Junior 
Past Master at the 75th anniversary and also compiled the History 
from 1900 to 1924. He compared the two gatherings and bid every- 
one and the Lodge prosperity for the next hundred years. 


One of the most gracious and sincere Masons to ever visit St. 
Paul Lodge No. 3 was then introduced by W.’. Bro. E. R. Christesen. 
M.. W.°. Bro. L. T. McKinney, Grand Master of Ohio, made an in- 
spiring talk based on research he had made in the Ohio Grand Lodge 
Library, as to the history and relationship of the Ohio Grand Lodge 
to the establishment of St. Paul Lodge No. 3. His address was greeted 
by a spontaneous ovation by the Brothers present which was certain- 
ly well-deserved. 


The assemblage was then honored to hear the M.°. W.’. Bro. 
Ray E. Cummins, Grand Master of Minnesota, after a proper intro- 
duction by W... B.’. Christesen. The Grand Master began his address 
by commending St. Paul Lodge No. 3, for such a glorious history 
and being the mother Lodge of Minnesota. He said that the Minnesota 
Grand Lodge was deeply indebted to those original thirteen Brothers 
who organized this Lodge, in that it was they who also conceived 
and helped to organize the Grand Lodge of Minnesota, in 1853. He 
then said that a subject very dear to him was receiving a great deal 
of his attention as Grand Master which was the payment by the Min- 
nesota Grand Lodge through its subordinate Lodges of their portion 
of the George Washington Memorial. The obligation being made 
many years before, but as of that moment only one subordinate Lodge 
had paid its full share. He thoroughly went into the history of the 
Memorial and why it was such a worthwhile undertaking. He also 
received a great ovation from the audience at the conclusion of his 
address. (Later in the year St. Paul Lodge No. 3, unanimously voted 
to pay our full obligation, which was done, which made the Lodge 
the second in the state to do so.) 


W.’. Bro. Christesen then said that he felt it was proper to in- 
troduce to the Brothers there assembled, the officers present who were 
in office during the 75th anniversary meeting. Introduced were, W..’. 
Bro. Edward Penschuck, who was W.’. M.’.; W.. Bro. George Camp- 
bell, who was S.. D.’.; W.’- Bro. W. T. King, who was Secretary; 
and himself, who was J.*. S... 


The next order of business was the giving of Historical excerpts, 
as ee by W.. Bro. George S. Campbell, with the aid of stereopti- 
con slides: 


“Worshipful Master Wardens and Brothers. We welcome you to- 
night to a rare and unusual commemoration service. Few men or in- 
stitutions experience 100 years of growth and progress and celebrate 
a centennial. 


“Tonight, we honor the 100th birthday of our St. Paul Lodge No. 3, 
as well as the centennial of the state of Minnesota. This should be 
an occasion where each one of us pays tribute to the glorious heritage 
of the past, salutes the present, and pledges renewed devotion to a 
brighter and more shining future. 


“In our solemn pride tonight let us open our hearts to the won- 
derful memories of the past 100 years, glory in the good realities 
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Grand Master of Ohio, 1949 St. Paul Lodge No. 3, 1949 
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of this happy present, and thrill to the revelation of a fresh and 
glorious dream of the years ahead. In such a spirit we can truly 
commemorate this occasion and the ideals we reverence and serve 
in our Masonic Lodge. Let us not hesitate, therefore, ‘to dream the 
old dreams over.’ 


“The historical background of Masonry in Minnesota is interwoven 
with the story of the development of our commonwealth. Many of 
the men whose vision and courage created a civilization in this 
Northwest were the same who founded and furthered Masonry in 
Minnesota. Those who created a state laid the foundations for Ma- 
sonic growth by seeking a Masonic charter for the first Lodge—our 
St. — No. 3—which is one hundred years both old and young 
tonight. 


“The historical background of Masonry in Minnesota and St. Paul 
Lodge No. 3—the oldest Lodge in the state—is chronicled in the 
volume prepared for the 75th Anniversary, which most of us have. 
It is not our purpose tonight to recite all the great chapters in the 
history of our lodge—nor the names of countless faithful men who 
devoted love and efforts to building this history, yet a few outstanding 
reminders will be repeated to refresh our memories of our beginnings 
and the debt we owe our own glorious past. 


“Further, we shall trace some of the outstanding activities of these 
past twenty-five years which complete St. Paul e No. 3’s century 
of progress. As we begin our narrative let us remember the great 
lesson of all human experience: —That tomorrow will be better than 
today, and today is better than yesterday. Such was the faith of 
the men who created this Lodge—that the world moves toward per- 
fection how ever slowly—in God’s love and way. 


“On March 3, 1849, the Congress of these United States adopted 
an act which constituted the great and mysterious wilderness west 
of the Mississippi River in the great Northwest, as Minnesota Terri- 
tory. Isolated by winter weather which hampered transportation, this 
exciting news did not reach the three hundred inhabitants of an out- 
post settlement called St. Paul, for more than a month. 


“St. Paul in those days was a settlement of rude and crude 
shacks hovering on the of the Mississippi River around the area 
we now know as Lamberts’ landing, roughly extending from a central 
point near Jackson Street and the river—in three directions—west to 
Seven Corners—east and north a few blocks. Beyond this fringe of 
uncertain civilization was an infinity of uncharted forest, yet the 
dread domain of the Indian. 


“The men and women who had courage eno to leave their 
sheltered communities farther East and face the chal enges of creating 
a new world in the Northwest could be ex to a with them 
the ideals of their former residences. So Masonry—equally a pioneer 
in Minnesota—began here some two months after that fateful March 
3, 1849. And as the poet Emerson has written—‘What is excellent, 
as God lives, is permanent.’ 


“Shortly after the creation of the new Territory of Minnesota, 
an enterprising pioneer in the field of journalism, James N. Goodhue, 
brought his printing press to St. Paul and issued the first newspaper 
ever printed in the territory. This publication issued its first com- 
= paper on April 28, 1849. Less than one month after this date, 

y 26, 1849, the first Masonic notice appeared in its column. This 
notice read, ‘Members of the Masonic fraternity in and near St. Paul 
intend to meet together in a room over the Pioneer Office on Thursday 
evening next (May 31) at 6 o'clock.’ Another meeting was held the 
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following Monday, June 4, in the schoolhouse, which later became 
known in pioneer days as the “Central House.” The third meeting 
was called for July 16, at the American House which was located 
on the corner of Third and Exchange Streets. This meeting place 
was reputed the finest building in the Territory, having been com- 
pleted some two weeks earlier, but recently opened to the public. 
On the screen you will see projected a picture of what was, in July, 
1849, considered the finest building in the new city of St. Paul. From 
this meeting the Brethren in attendance decided it would be necessary 
to find a more secret and secluded place for their deliberation. The 
log schoolhouse which had been erected on the corner of Third and 
St. Peter Streets was selected, and from meetings in this log school- 
house, the first action was taken to form St. Paul Lodge No. 3. At 
this meeting there were thirteen Masons present. 


“In answer to this notice thirteen Brethren assembled to parti- 
cipate in the deliberations of the first recorded Masonic meeting in 
Minnesota, which lead to the creation of St. Paul Lodge No. 3. 


“You will see projected on the screen at this time a picture of 
this newspaper office where the first Masonic meeting was held, and 
St. Paul Lodge No. 3 was born one hundred years ago. The picture 
shows the name of the newspaper as the ‘Minnesota Pioneer & Demo- 
crat’, a change which took place several years after 1849 when the 
editor of the paper decided to cast his fortunes with the Democratic 
Party and announce to the world his affiliation. 


“In the upstairs room of this newspaper office these thirteen men, 
all of them Masons elevated by Lodges in states further east, laid 
the foundations of a new Masonic jurisdiction. When the United 
States of America decided to create a free country, governed by its 
own people, there were thirteen original colonies. By some strange 
coincidence of fate the same Masonic number of thirteen was respon- 
sible for the founding and origination of St. Paul Lodge No. 3. 


“The most outstanding action was the preparation of a petition 
sent to the Grand Master of the State of Ohio signed by the thirteen 
Masons present. The dispensation was received bearing the date 
August 8, 1849, and under authority of this dispensation the first offi- 
cial meeting of St. Paul Lodge No. 3 was held on Saturday evening, 
September 8, 1849, one hundred years ago tonight. 


“Among the thirteen members attending were: Charles K. Smith, 
Territorial Secretary; Aaron Goodrich, Chief Justice; James A. Good- 
hue, Editor of the Minnesota Pioneer; J. Hughes, Editor of the Min- 
nesota Chronicle, who was afterwards found to be an imposter. 


“Now upon the screen you observe a picture of the ‘Central 
House’ where the first meeting of St. Paul Lodge No. 3 was held under 
dispensation. 


“The first Master of St. Paul Lodge No. 3 was Charles Kilgore 
Smith, a native of Ohio. A man of singular reputation he was Asso- 
ciate Justice of the State of Ohio and resigned from the bench to 
accept appointment of Territorial Secretary of Minnesota rendered to 
him by President Zachary Taylor. 


“At this point it might be well to mention that the ‘Central 
House’ became the first Territorial Capital of Minnesota. As Terri- 
torial Secretary, Charles Kilgore Smith had offices in the ‘Central 
House’, and in the lower corner east room the first meeting of St. 
Paul Lodge No. 3 was held. The photograph of our first Worshipful 
Master, Brother C. K. Smith now appears on the screen. A man of 
outstanding public character it is worthy of note that he was the 
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founder of the Minnesota Historical Society and served as its first 
Secretary, and also served with distinction as a member of the Board 
of Regents of the University of Minnesota. 


“Let us now pause and take notice of the Seger ge in oa 
new Territory and a new Lodge were “preetn, Be . here 

nhs will see portrayed a picture of St. Paul as it Pica Bes in an 
first few years of its history. No longer a back woods community 
of crude huts, the city had developed under the impetus of new settlers 
into a community with aspirations of greatness, fostered by increased 
river trade with the older and more properous towns located further 
south on the Mississippi River. 


“St. Paul Lodge No. 3 was growing also, and the second meeting 
was held in the Sons of Temperance Hall located at 11 E. Third 
Street. However, it was discovered that accommodations here were 
not sufficient for the needs of the Lodge, and it was decided that the 
next meeting would be held at the St. Paul Hotel operated by J. 
Hughes, who was Senior Warden of the Lodge. This St. Paul Hotel 
was located in the heart of the city at Third and Jackson Streets. 


“Much has been said regarding the fact that St. Paul Lodge No. 3 
was the first original Masonic unit in the State of Minnesota, and is 
tonight the oldest Lodge in the State of Minnesota. You will see 
portrayed on the screen a slide showing the number and lianas of 
the first Masonic Lodges in Minnesota. While it is true that the 
charter of St. Paul Lodge No. 3 was presented on January 24, 1853, 
and two other units, St. John’s No. 1 and Cataract No. 2 had earlier 
received their charter the preceding year, it will be observed that the 
dispensation granting the Lodges 7 sad clearly indicates the claim 
to the premise of St. Paul Lodge N 

“Within six weeks after the first at. of St. Paul Lodge No. 3 
held under dispensation and the election of officers, petitions from 
candidates were accepted. The first initiate received into St. Paul 
Lodge No. 3 meeting in the St. Paul Hotel was Charles Peter Scott, 
who received the E. A. degree on the night of September 17, passed 
October 22, and raised October 24, 1849. 


“Moving forward to the year 1852, it is noted that St. Paul Lodge 
No. 3 moved to the Farrington Building, 198 West Third Street, which 
ou now behold. The upper floor was fitted up for Masonic — 
le St. Paul Lodge U.. D.". in the fall of 1852 and was our home 
for several years. It was in this building that the Grand Lodge of 
Minnesota was organized on February 23 and 24, 1853. During the 
next fifteen years, due to increasing membership and the requirements 
of the Lodge, meetings were held in various places in the growing city 
of St. Paul. In 1869 the new hall in the McQuillan Block was duly 
dedicated and St. Paul Lodge No. 3 continued to occupy quarters in 
this building until 1891. 


“You see pictured now — the screen the interior of the Lodge 
Room in this McQuillan Block. As can be observed from the picture, 
this hall, where the Lodge held its meetings, was both pretentious 
and ornate and was acknowledged to be the finest Lodge Room of 
any organization in the State of Minnesota at that time. 


“In 1899 St. Paul Lodge No. 3 observed its Golden Anniversary. 
This celebration of the fiftieth year of the Lodge was held in the 
Masonic Hall which you now see pictured. The building you observe 
was located on Wabasha Street between Fourth ond fth Streets 
ae the upper two stories were devoted exclusively to Masonic 

“ At the present time the location is occupied by Field- 
Schii ; 
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“At the celebration of the fiftieth anniversary of St. Paul Lodge 
No. 3, the Master was James Jerome Early who had served in the same 
capacity the preceding year and also served as Master the first year 
of the new century, 1900. Pictured here you will see James Jerome 
Early. W.’. Bro. Early is credited with instilling a new life and pros- 
perity into the new Lodge, and in recognition of his faithful services 
he was made an honorary member on February 2, 1900, and was the 
only such member to the time of his death in 1949. During his terms 
of office, in addition to the fiftieth anniversary of the Lodge, another 
event occurred—the return to the lodge of its original charter. 


“W.°. Bro. Early on the occasion of the Seventy-fifth Anniversary 
of the Lodge expressed the wish that he might live to see the One 
Hundredth Anniversary of the Lodge and participate in this centen- 
nial program of St. Paul Lodge No. 3. As all of you know, W.. Bro. 
Early died in the spring of 1949 and am sure that those of you here 
tonight feel that although his presence is not actual, in spirit he is 
with us and has actually kept and fulfilled his expressed wish. 


“As St. Paul Lodge No. 3 was growing and progressing so, too, 
the city of St. Paul had developed and expanded during these same 
fifty years. You see portrayed on the screen a picture of St. Paul 
just prior to the turn of the century. The picture was taken from a 
vantage point on the south side of the river. It will be noted that 
after fifty years of development, St. Paul was developing a skyline 
of imposing buildings and landmarks. As the rapidly growing com- 
munity expanded, you will note also how the need for better trans- 
porauce was met by the development of electric streetcars and other 
facilities. 


“During the next twenty-five years up to and including the 
seventy-fifth anniversary in 1924, St. Paul Lodge No. 3, from its 
official records discloses steady progress and growth. In 1912 the 
present Masonic Temple building was completed and officially occu- 
pied by Be Paul Lodge No. 3 together with the other Masonic Bodies 
of St. Paul. 


“During the past twenty-five years completing the first century, 
many members present here tonight have participated in the out- 
standing events and occurrences. 


“It was on the evening of May 18, 1906, that Walter T. King, re- 
ceived his first degree, passed to the second degree May 25, 1906, and 
on June 29 he received his third degree. He served as thirty-sixth 
Worshipful Master of St. Paul Lodge No. 3 in 1913 and was elected 
Secretary in 1916, a position which he has continued to hold with 
honor and credit to himself and the Lodge during these past thirty- 
three years. 


“It is suggested at this time that all present rise in tribute to the 
outstanding service performed for St. Paul Lodge No. 3 by the Sec- 
retary, Worshipful Brother Walter T. King. 


“As noted earlier, the original membership of St. Paul Lodge 
No. 3 comprised thirteen men. Through the past one hundred years 
our Lodge has grown and prospered. The largest recorded member- 
ship was for the year 1925 when the roll indicated there were 1242 
members. At the present time on the records of St. Paul Lodge No. 3 
there are 917 members. 


“From the remote past to the familiar present has seemed but a 
short space tonight, as we have portrayed in word and picture some 
of the historical highlights of the past one hundred years. Inasmuch 
as the Lodge has grown and changed, so has the city of St. Paul, and 
a familiar picture is now upon the screen. As a contrast, let us again 
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review the development of St. Paul from earlier days as you see it 


again and the present. 


“As our narrative draws to a conclusion, we wish to Bernovledse 
the cooperation received from the Minnesota Historical Society through 
whose courtesy some of these slides and pictures you have seen to- 
night were made available. 


“And so this Lodge we belong to and reverence is one hundred 
Years old tonight. Through the fabric of the years there has been 
both sunshine and shadow, good times and bad, but this has been 
also an inspiring story of progress. As the poet Masefield said, ‘When 
the high heart we magnify, and the sure vision celebrate, and worship 
greatness passing by, ourselves are great.’ 


“It is for us who are present tonight to dedicate ourselves to 
the idealism which has created, fostered and sustained St. Paul Lodge 
No. 3 during the past hundred years. The dream of those thirteen 
men who organized this Lodge and served it is in our hands. Ours 
the task to redeem this responsibility for ourselves and those brethren 
who shall follow and surpass our deeds in the next hundred years. 


“May we meet this challenge in the words of that splendid Amer- 
ican—Oliver Wendell Holmes. ‘We will not falter—we will not fail— 
we will reach the earth-works if we live, and if we fail we will leave 
our spirit in those who follow and they will not turn back. All is 
ready. Bugler, blow the charge.’”’ 


W.. Bro. Christesen then stated that he had concluded his por- 
tion of the program. He thanked the committee for asking him to 
act as Toastmaster and turned the meeting back to the Worshipful 
Master. 


W.. M.’. H. Heidt then stated that one of the most important 
parts of the meeting was to occur which was the opening of a box 
sealed nearly fifty years before by the Lodge, which purportedly con- 
tained historical articles collected by the first historian, W.’. Bro. 
George Metcalf. At the Seventy-fifth Anniversary, W.’. Bro. James 
Early had made the following statement. 


“Following the publication, his work having been completed, he 
(W.°. Bro. George Metcalf) gathered together his origina] manuscripts, 
important documents and correspondence, a considerable mass of 
unused material, and delivered the package carefully sealed with the 
seriousness approaching solemnity to Secretary Hendrickson in my 
presence as Master, charging us that it be put in safe keeping for the 
use and benefit of the future historian who would be chosen to 
gather the Lodge’s history for its Hundredth Anniversary. I sincerely 
hope that these documents, so sacredly prized by Brother Metcalf, 
are still safely preserved in the archives of the Lodge and that good 
use will be made of them in 1949.” 


The Worshipful Master then requested W.’. Bro. F. J. Plondke as 
the ee surviving Past Master, to open the box. The contents were 
as follows:

Everything was found to be in fine condition. (The various 
documents were of great use and interest to your present Historian 
and another metal box was sealed at the Annual Communication of 
1950 to be opened on September 8, 1999.) 


R.. W.. Brother John Anderson, Grand Secre , then advised 
the Worshipful Master that there had been deposi in the Grand 
Lodge safe in 1903 by W.. Bro. George Metcalf a paper bound pack- 
age to be opened at the Centennial. It was opened and found to con- 
tain a number of the Ist —— paper bound copies, of the first 
History and also a number of meta ions commemorating the 50th 
Anniversary of the founding of the Minnesota Grand Lodge. 


W.°. Brother Norton, Grand Lodge Director of Masonic Service 
was then called upon to give a short talk. (The following excerpt 
a reprinted from his Annual Report as the Director of Masonic 

rvice.) 


“The District Fellowship Mee held September 8th, at St. 
Paul Lodge No. 3, was the Centennial celebration of this lodge, 
1849-1949 almost to the day. 


“M.’. W.. Brother Ray E. Cummins, Grand Master; Walter B. 
Congdon, Deputy Grand Master; Einar W. Johnson, Junior Grand 
Warden; Cyril Lamm, Grand Treasurer; John H. Anderson, 
Grand Secretary; Philip P. McNairy, Grand Chaplain; Leroy E. 
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Matson, Grand Marshal; Williard L. Hillyer, Grand Standard 

Bearer; Otto L. Danek, Grand Sword Bearer; George R. Wilson, 

Senior Grand Steward; J. Miles Martin, Junior Grand Steward; 

Cecil H. Judd, Grand Tyler; Clinton M. Norton, Director Masonic 

Service; John A. Hummel, and G. C. Rasmussen, District Repre- 

sentatives were received with Honors. A very happy occasion 

was the opportunity to meet M.’. W.’. Brother L. T. M 

Grand Master of Ohio, who came here for this celebration be- 

cause one hundred years ago the Grand Lodge of Ohio granted 

a Charter to this Lodge, four years previous to the formation of 

the Grand Lodge of Minnesota. He too was officially received by 

our own Grand Master presiding in the East at his reception. His 

address was most timely and good. Attendance 240.” 

W.. M.’. Heidt then thanked M.’. W.*. Brother McKinney for 
his attendance and fine address and invited him and any present 
to make a sojourn to the Minnesota Masonic Home the following day 
at noon for luncheon and a conducted tour of the Home. 

The meeting was dismissed to September 8, 1999, the One-hundred 
Fiftieth Anniversary Date, and the Lodge closed in form at 11:15 P.M. 


September 9, 1949 

M.. W.’. Brother L. T. McKinney, a representation from the 
Grand Lodge and officers of the Lodge made a tour of the Masonic 
Home at Savage, Minnesota and were served a fine luncheon at the 
home. This was a most enjoyable experience for all, mainly through 
the effort put forth by the Director of the Home, Brother Passevaud. 

That evening several candidates were initiated. The Worshipful 
Master was Senior Warden Robert Larson who, with all the officers, 
portrayed the degree beautifully. M.. W.°. Brother McKinney again 
made an inspiring address for the benefit of all assembled. 

Thus ended the Centennial Celebration of the Oldest Lodge in 
Minnesota and of Masonry in the State

Membership at close of 1924 was 1264 while at close of 1949 it 
had decreased to 918, a membership loss in twenty-five years of 346. 

This large loss of membership was due to the depression years 
from 1931 to 1942. During these twelve years, nearly one half of the 
total twenty-five covered, only 84 Master Masons were created, an 
average of 7 each year, while the number stricken from the roll for 
non-payment of dues was 239, an average of nearly 20 per year. This

was a very unhealthy condition which in the last seven years, up to 
and including the Centennial year of 1949 has been corrected as 
evidenced by the fact that from 1943 to 1949 inclusive the average 
number of Master Masons raised per year were 35 and the average 
number stricken for non-payment of dues per year for the same period 
were only 4%. However, another very serious condition exists in 
that the average age of the membership is increasing year by year. 
The most apparent reason for this is the very large increase in mem- 
bership from 1915 to 1924 inclusive, during which period a total of 
750 Master Masons were raised, an average yearly of 83. Twenty-five 
to thirty years have elapsed since then and these Brothers are now 
becoming the wise old heads of the Lodge but it brings with it the 
higher mortality rate of the older age groups. This is evidenced 
by the 29 deaths of Master Masons in 1949, the greatest yearly num- 
ber in one hundred years. Your Historians humble opinion, because 
of Landmarks of the Order, is that the only possible solution is to 
encourage as individuals and as a Lodge, the petitioning by our sons 
and sons of relatives and friends to the Order of DeMolay, which 
action in years to come, will necessarily increase the number of 
Lodge petitions, in the lower age groups. 


During this last twenty-five year period the sum of $25,493.30 
has been expended for Charity, Funeral and other worthy causes, 
which indicates that the Lodge has not been remiss in attending 
to the needs of our Brethren, their widows and orphans, who were 
in distress. On the other hand, an expenditure of $26,076.61 has been 
made for entertainment purposes so that the pleasure and enjoyment 
of the members need not be forsaken; and this is proper, because our 
Fraternity certainly is not meant to be a profit organization. Mean- 
while, in this same period, a total contribution of $41,707.00 has been 
made toward the support of the Grand Lodge, of which body St. 
Paul Lodge No. 3 was one of the founders. $75,900.07 has, during the 
same period, been paid as use and upkeep expense to Masonic Temple 
Association because being an owning member, the Lodge must keep 
its Home in order. Since the inception and passage by the Grand 
Lodge of the Masonic Home assessment in 1928, our Lodge has con- 
tributed $17,261.65 which represents a per capita tax of $12.50 for 
each member and new initiate. If any Masonic Brother has any 
criticism or reluctance to support the Home, it would be your His- 
torian’s suggestion that he spend a few hours at the Home as a visitor. 
They would then, by choice, be firm supporters of the Home. 


A careful survey of the financial condition of the Lodge at the 
close of each administration during the twenty-five year period just 
ended reveals that the destiny of the Lodge has been carefully 
guarded by the twenty-five Brothers who have served the High 
Office of Worshipful Master and particularly so during the crucial 
depression years. At the end of the 1924 fiscal year there were 1264 
members with resources of approximately $31,000.00. At the end of 
the 1949 fiscal year there were 918 members with resources of ap- 
proximately $40,147.00. 


Previously mentioned is the’: George Washington Memorial pay- 
ment. This historical monumental Masonic contribution to the Country 
was started many years ago, but the money contributions by the 
various Grand jurisdictions were far in arrears. The M.. W.’. Grand 
Master Cummins in 1949 made it one of his most important projects 
as Grand Master to persuade the several subordinate Lodges in this 
Grand Jurisdiction to pay up the arrearage. This being our Centen- 
nial year, the membership decided by ballot that nothing could be 
more fitting nationally, as the Mother Lodge of Minnesota than to 


pay our full share and obligation to this Memorial. This was done 
in the amount of $438.00 and we were advised that this was the sec- 
ond Lodge in the jurisdiction so to do. The officers and members also 
felt that some fitting gift should be made to the Masonic Temple As- 
sociation and just before the Centennial celebration there were pur- 
chased and presented twenty beautiful, comfortable chairs, properly 
inscribed, to be used on the stage, the cost of which was approximately 
$500.00. For the Lodge itself, new officers aprons were purchased at 
an approximate cost of $250.00. 


Quoting from the 75th Anniversary History prepared by M.’. W.°. 
Brother Einar Johnson, “This brief resume of the activities of the 
Lodge should be a source of gratification and pride to every member, 
particularly to the Brethren of twenty-five years ago or more who 
are still numbered in the mystic circle of our Fraternity and who so 
zealously and diligently toiled and laboured that St. Paul Lodge 
No. 3 might endure down through the time. Hope is expressed that 
at the Centennial Celebration in 1949 continued health and prosperity 
may be reflected——” 


Your present Historian wishes to say this record would indicate 
that Health and Prosperity did continue. We wish and hope that it 
will continue to do so at the One Hundred Fiftieth Anniversary on 
September 8, 1999.
